M ost Genuine Specimens Found In the 
Province of Astrakhan. 
The collection 
of 
ey estones 
is 
a 
dy ing industry . In New* York the prin­ 
cipal sources of supply are sailors w*ho 
touch the Baltic sea. and, as might be 
imagined, the supply is precarious. 
Ey estones are analogous in some re­ 
spects to l>ezoars, as they are a con­ 
cretion found in the stomach of the 
European crawfish. Most of the genu­ 
ine ey estones, crabs’ ey es, crabstones 
or Lapliii cancrorum. are procured in 
the province of Astrak han, in Euro­ 
pean Russia. 
There appears to l>e some confusion 
regarding the nature of the ey estone, 
for some authorities speak of it as a 
concretion In the stomach of a certain 
crab and others as of a peculiar shell 
formation which is separated from the 
crab at the time it sheds its shell. 
The so called crab’s ey es are found 
fully developed at the end of summer, 
as the crabs l>cgin to shed their shells. 
It is noted that these concretions arc 
absorbed into the stomach of the crab 
during the shedding season and there 
pulverized and absorbed, the dissolved 
calcareous substance being used, it is 
supposed, for the formation of a new* 
shell. 
When these calcareous shells 
are not normally developed and ab­ 
sorbed it is observed that tiie shedding 
process is interrupted, and the crab 
dies an early death.—American D rug­ 
gist.

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 11.—A re­ 
port, lacking confirmation, that Rep­ 
resentative Gus Condo of Marion has 
decided to withdraw from the Elev­ 
enth district race for the Republicans 
nomination for congress, is arousing 
much interest among party leaders. 
Condo has been regarded as a leading 
candidate and has been secretly build­ 
ing his fences for the last year. 
His 
friends have asserted confidently that 
he would have a majority of the dele­ 
gates from his own county and that 
he would enter the convention strong­ 
ly fortified. 
The report that he has 
decided not to run is surprising in 
view of the statem ents he has made 
that he had succeeded in getting his 
campaign well under way. 
Very few 
of the leaders will believe that he is 
out of the race until they hear it from 
him. 
His withdrawal would greatly 
change the situation, as it was gener­ 
ally conceded that he was a strong 
candidate. 
Grant county will have at 
least one candidate, even with Condo 
out of it, as Mayor Field Sweezey of 
Marion is in the running. 
George B. 
Lockwood, editor of the Marion Chron­ 
icle, who is also a candidate, lives at 
Marion, but votes at Peru, so, in a 
way, he is a Grant county man. 
It is 
not the understanding that Condo in­ 
tends to withdraw* in behalf of any­ 
one, but it is likely that with him out 
of it, Lockwood’s chances would be 
brighter, as Condo and Lockwood have 
the same friends at Marion, 
Ex -Con­ 
gressm an Fred Landis* of Logansport 
is informing his friends throughout 
the district now that he will not be a 
candidate this time, but he wants an­ 
other chance, and it is likely that he 
will enter the race two years hence. 


A fight to prevent the election of 
Gov. Hanly as a delegate-at-large to 
the nex t Republican national conven­ 
tion is being planned by influential 
members of the party. 
They have 
been keeping quiet about it, but it 
has leaked out that they are passing 
the word down the line th at the gov­ 
ernor is to he defeated. 
It was said 
today that the movement is already 
well under way and that it promises 
to be successful. 
The reason given 
for the movement is that it would be 
inconsistent for the party to send th “ 


governor as a delegate-atdarge in view 
of the speech he made at Columbus* 
Ohio, advocating the election of Judge 
Duncan, the Democratic candidate for 
mayor. 
That action seems to have 
been the last straw with many Repub­ 
licans who have been waiting for some 
ex cuse to burn the bridges between 
them and the governor. 
It has been 
discussed and criticised from one end 
of the state to the othef, and even the 
intim ate friends of the governor say 
that he made a political mistake that 
they cannot understand. 
It is said 
that the men who have started the 
movement against the governor have 
done so on the ground that he can no 
longer be classed as a “regular” in 
viewr of his recent speech against the 
Republican 
mayoralty 
candidate 
at 
Columbus. 


Prof. Robert J. Atey of Indiana Uni­ 
versity, who was here last week a t­ 
tending a meeting of the city school 
superintendents, may become a can­ 
didate for the Democratic nomination 
for congress in the Second district. 
Many party leaders have been urging 
him lately to permit the use of his 
name for the place. 
There are many 
people throughout the state who are 
insisting on his becoming a candidate 
for renomination for superintendent 
of public instruction.

SHELTER FOR BEEHIVES.^ 
m ents were carried on in ou tdoor win­ 
tering and in packing a nu m b er of col­ 
onies in straw u nder one roof. The ex­ 
periments du ring the last two years 
w’ere not only modified b y the indoor 
wintering w’ith packing only ab ove the 
colonies, b u t also b y packing colonies 
in straw in an open shed against the 
side of the hou se. (See the accompany­ 
ing figu res.) 
Ou tdoor wintering is u su ally accom­ 
plished in chaff hives, and one great 
ob jection is the expensiveness of these 
hives. Otherwise, since it is the most 
normal condition for b ees, this method 
is to b e recommended for inexperi­ 
enced l>eekcepers. The featu re of these 
chaff hives is a dou b le wall with from 
three to eight inches of space b etw’een 
the walls on all sides, inclu ding th6 
b ottom, filled with some noncondu ctor 
of heat like straw’, chaff, paper or 
grou nd cork.
